no .evidence whatever that the conference will 
shed any more light on the subject than the un- 
employment conference did on the fundamental 
causes of unemployment or than the disarmament 
conference did on the problem oOvorld peace, or 
than any other political conference ever sheds 
on anything.

It is an 
illuminating experience to read the 


political 
pronouncements on the subjC9t of the 


farmer and farming, and then study the views of 
any competent student of the agrarian problem 
and compare them. It gives the innocent and un- 
prejudiced 
investigator 
the 
Impression that 


politics is largely the art of. dodging the facts. 


It is true that there are more political and leg- 


islative remedies before the public for solving the 
problem than there are patent medicines for eur- 
ing corns. The politicians propose a tariff 0:1 farm 
products, they propose to encourage cooperative 
marketing, and they have a dozen other projects 
for ameliorating- the farmer's lot. Most of them 
have been tried before and nor.e ot them have 
made any large or 
permanent 
difference. Con- 


gress has been 
turning out largo 
quantities of 


legislation for farmers at every session for gener- 
ations, and yet the 
condition of the farmer has 


got steadily worse ever since, about 1890. 
-•It is not meant to imply that none of the legis- 
lation passed and proposed is oC any value, -but 
simply to point out the obvious fact that none of 
it has worked any permanent change in the gen- 
eral condition of the 
farmer. 
The only thing 


which can be said is that ever since the body oi 
free public lancl in the Uniied States was exhaust- 
ed, which happened about or soon, after 1830, 
farming has been 
falling into a more and_more 


precarious condition.» • • • • 
1 It is not 
unreasonable, then to- assume some 


connection 
between the 
disappearance of free 


land and the present unstable and unprofitable 
condition of 
farming as a business. Ever since 


the free land was exhausted., the price of land 
has risen steadily in this country and to astonish- 
ing heights. 
This high price of land, we are as- 


sured by nil students of the problem, is the fun- 
damental reason why farming does not pay, and 
they assure 
us that It cannot 
pay until those 


land 
values arc 
somehow brought down and 


stabilized. It must be made possible for the man- 
•who wants to farm to invest his money in land 
and make a good 'return on the investment. And 
it must be made more profitable for the man who 
owns land to slay orr it and farm It than to sell it 
and go to the city and invest money in something 
else. Those simple facts are always and complete- 
ly overlooked by congress and by the politicians 
generally. It would be a safe bet that there will 
be no 
discussion of this phase of the matter at 


the conference.

The average value ot' tiie'Iand was found 
to be $200 per acre. The largest item in the cost 
ot production of oats on this land was the inter- 
est on the money invested in the land at CV: per 
cent. 
'J.'his production cost 
came to S15.53-per 


acre. All other production costs came'to $15:09 
per acre. Thus over'half .the cost ot production 
was interest oh .the investment in land. The study 
showed'that on only two farms out oC the 130 
were pats produced for less than the market price 
ot' oats, which/is 44 cents a bushel. In other .words, 
all of the other farmers were raising oats at a 
loss. They could vastly better afford to sell their 
land' and put money and their time in something 
clse._ 


This is the way the Mng work:s. As population 


increases the price of land rises steadily, Inevitably 
The result is that the price of farm products al- 
so, rises. All of us, when we pay our grocery bills, 
'are giving 
lialC the money to the 
landowners.

The only Important consideration concerning 
the points is' tae length of the discharge gap formed between them. &o 
far as the passage of the spark is concerned there is only ono part of « 
DluB that muit be kept clean and that Is the Insulating core, especial y 
the surface of its Inside end between the central steal and the shell. 
This must be kept fr&e of soot, oil and other foreign matter by Cashing 
it with alcohol .or gasoline applied with a thin, long bristled brush or by 
scraping It with a- knife or specially formed scraper ol thin steel. A 
spark-plug cleaner Is marketed consisting of a short tube, into ono end 
ot which the plug is screwed', .the tube containing gaso.ioe and a set of 
loose steel needles. When the device is shaken, the needles and gasoline 
clean the core-end and oih'er parts.
